New Delhi, the 1th October, 1960 

8.B.O. 786. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 8 of the 

Essential Supplies (Temporary Powers) Act, 1940 (XXIV of 1940), the Central 
Government is pleased to make the following Order: — 

1. Short Otic and Commencement.^]) Thjs Order may be called the Sugar 
and Gur Control Order, I960. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 
.Kashmir. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In this Order unless the context otherwise requires: — 

(a) “Dealer" means a person carrying on the business of purchasing, 

selling or distributing sugar or gur or both. 

(b) "Ex-factory price" means the price of sugar inclusive of excise duty, 

packed in accordance with the U8ual market practice and loaded 
at the buyer’s option on buyer’s carts, lorries or other means of 
transport, or into railway wagons at the railway station or siding 
generally used by the producer, and includes all incidental char- 
ges which are on account of the ex-factory seller, 

(o) "Gur" means the article commonly known as Gur, Gul, Jaggery, 
Palmyra jaggery, shakkar and rab, and includes rpw sugar and 
uncrystallised sugar in any other form comprising of original and 
convertible molasses and other impurities, inherent or foreign pre- 
pared by boiling cane or palmyra juice. 

(d) "Producer” means a person carrying on the business of manufac- 

turing sugar or gur or both. 

(e) "Sugar” means: — 

(i) any form of sugar containing more than 90 per cent of sucrose in- 

cluding Khandsari sugar sugarcandy and Bur a sugar; and 

(ii) any sugar of crystalline structure. 
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8. Powei to fix minimum price for Sugarcane. — (I) The Central Govern- 
ment may, after consultation with such authorities, bodies or associations as 
it may deem fit, by notification in the Official Gazette, from time to time, fix 
in respect of any area the minimum price to be paid by a producer or his agent 
for sugarcane purchased by him in that area. 

(2) No person shall sell or agree to sell sugarcane to a producer and no 
producer shall purchase or agree to purohase sugarcane at a price lower than 
that notified under this clause. 

4. Power to regulate movement of sugarcane and production and movement 
of Gur and Sugar.— The Central Government may by order publishod in tha 
Offioial Gazette. 

(a) prohibit or restrict the export of sugarcane from any area, 

(b) direct that no gur or sugar shall be manufactured from sugarcane 

except under and in accordance with the conditions specified in a 
licence issued in this behalf, 

(c) prohibit or restrict the despatch of aur or Sunar from anv State or 

any area therein, 

5. The Central Government may by general or special order direct that no 
person shall transport or ofler or accept for transport, whether by rail, road or 
.water, all or any specified type or grade of sugar except under : -r- 

(a) a general or special permit issued in ibis behalf, 

(b) a Miliiary Credit Note 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to the transport of Sugar 
not exceeding five seers as part ol the personal luggage of a bona-fide traveller. 

6. Power to fix sugar and gur price. — (1) The Central Government may, from 
time to time, by notification in the Official Gazette fix the price or the maxi- 
mum price at which any sugar or gur may be sold or delivered, and different 
prices may be fixed for different areas or different types or grades of sugar or 
gur. 

(2) Where the price of the niaximtim price lias been so fried, no pe>soo 
filial! sell (a purchase or agree to sell or purchase any sugar or gur at a price 
in excess of that fixed udder xiib-Clawsc G) 

Provided that the price at which sugai may he sold for deliverv otherwise 
than at ex-factory price shall noi exceed the (nice or the maximum price, ns 
the case may he, fixed under sub-Claiise (D for sale al ex-factory price plus 
such charges, in respeoi of transpori to or in specified areas and oilier inci- 
dental charges as are approved bv the Conti \1 Government 

7. Power In allot quotas of sugar and gur — The Central Government ma' , 
tiom time to time by order 

(i) allot quoins of sugar or gur to any specified Mate or area, 

(li) issue directions io any producer or dealer to supply sugar or gur of 
such type or grn le, in such quantities to such areas or market's 
or to such persons or organ’ satin us and at such prices as irmv he 
specified in (he Order 

Provided that where the price or maximum price of any sugar or gur has 
been fixed undci sub-CIauso (I) of Clause 6 the Central Government sha'l in 
respect of such sugar or gur bpecify m the order the price oi the maximum 
prioe, as fixed 
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8. Power to tesue directions to producers and dealers .^- The Central Govern- 
ment may, from time to time, by general or special order issue to any producer 
or dealer or any class of producers or dealers such directions regarding the 
production, maintenance of stocks, sale, price, grading, pac-jkijig, marking, 
weighment, disposal, delivery and distribution of sugar or gur as it may deem 
(fit. 


9. Any Officer empowered in this behalf by the Central Government may , 

(a) direct any producer or dealer to maintam such records as he may 

specify ; 

(b) direct any producer oi dealer to furnish buch information as he may 

require ; 

(c) inspect or caubo to be inspected any books or other documents belon- 

ging to or under the control ol a producer or a dealer; 

(d) enter and search or authorise any person to enter and search any 

premises of a producer or a dealer. 

10. Fivery producer, dealer or other person to whom any order or direction 
is isbued under any powers confeired by or under this order shall comply with 
such order or direction 

11. 2 * * * * * * * * 11 he Central Government may, by notification m the official gazette, 
direct that all oi any powers conferred upon it by this order shall, subject to 
such restriction-', exceptions and conditions if any, as may bo specified in the 
direction, be exercisable also by — 

(a) any officer or authority of tire Central Government. 

(b) a State Government oi any officer or authoritv of a State Govern- 

ment
